Luke's revealed unmistakable traces of 
strychnine. 
“Tt was about two years ago that Mary 
suffered from severe headaches and be- 
gan the use of drugs,” seid Mrs. Shinn. 
I was notified by her mother that she 
nad taken a rallroad ticket belonging to 
her sister Grace and had left Cedar Rap- 
ids.

RUSSIA SEEKS HUGE LOAN 
TO SPEND IN THIS COUNTRY 


Agents of Government Plan to 
Float Deal Which Will Be Used 
to Make Purchases, 


New York, Oct. 28.—Agents of the Rus- 
sian gcvernment, it was reltably reportec 
today, are seeking ‘to establish a credit 
loan in this country similar to.the recent 
$50,000,000 Angio-French credit loan— 
although no bond issue is contemplated— 
of from $50,000,000 to $100,000,000, and 
more if it can be obiained. 

Details of the propcsed loan were lack- 
ing, but in one quarter it was reported 
that the Russian government was willing 
to pay as high as d per cent interest fora 
loan of this size. This report added that 
the loan probably would be for eighteen 
months and would be in the neighborhood 
of $60,000,000. 

The sum said to be sought by Russia 
would be spent entirely in this country 
in the payment for supplies shipped to 
Russia by American exporters.

Two Notes fo Britain to . 


Prize Court and Demand 
Vessels Be Freed. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C Oct. 28.—[Special.J— 
Following @ conference between Prei- 
dent Wilson and Secretary of State Lans- 
ing today regarding the Chicago packers’ 
claims agginst the British government it 
became known that the president soon 
will dispatch two notes to London de- 
manding that Great Britain, withdraw 
from the position it has assumed. 

The first. one of the notes will protest 
against the action of the British prize 
court in condemning the cargoes of four 
vessels on the presumption that they were 
intended for use in Germany, although 
consigned to Copenhagen. 

The second note will demand the release 
of the twenty-nine vessels which have 
been seized, bat which have not been 
thrown into prize court. ~ 


Gives Review of Case. 
Secretary Lansing submitted to the 
president a brief résumé of the packers’ 
case. This was based on reports made to 
the state départment by Alfred R. Urion, 
general counsel for Armour & Co, who 


‘represented all of the packers, and on re- 
ports from American officials in London 
and Copenhagen. 

According to thé Administration’s view, 
the chief question invoived is whether or 

not Great Britain can prevent the pack- 
ers, as well as all other American export- 
ing interests, from carrying’ on their 
trade with neutral European countries. 

It is the packers’ contention and also the 
contention of the administration that 
Great Britain, in the prize court’s deci- 
sion, displayed a determination to set 
aside all international law in favor of its 
policy to starve out the population of 
Germany. In order to make this policy 
effective Great Britain seeks to prevent 
neutrais from trading with each other in 
articles of conditional contraband on the 
presumption that such articles might 
reach the enemy country. 


_ Became Issue of Principle. 

Mr. Urion made his first public state- 
ment on the situation since he returned 
from London.

Tune appointment of Gen. Mahon 
to command the British troops in the 
Balkan campaign was snnounced 
yesterday in the house of commons and 
indicates that a large expedition is on 
the way to Saloniki in addition to the 
first contingent of 13,000.

Change Course of Action. 


That the state department has changed 
its position with respect to an immediate 
protest against the decision of the prize 
court was admitted by a high official to- 
day. When the decision was first giver 
the department was not inclined to inter- 
vene in the case until the packers ex- 
hausted all of their legal remedies. Since 
that time the department has been con- 
vinced that it should intervene now. 

The packets have turned over all of

FOR AN INHERITANCE TAX. 

Aside from the broader social considerations 
which support the principle of an inheritance tax 
there is much to be said for its practical merits. 
Tune cost of collection is not high, and, as Max 
West, a learned advocate of this tax, points out, it 
is the most convenient of all direct taxes as to the 
time ot payment. Other direct taxes may find the 
taxed without means of payment. An inheritance 
tax applies only where and when the means of pay- 
ment exist. 

Other merits from the standpoint of administra- 
tion are that it leaves comparatively little oppor- 
tunity for frand or evasion, that the receipts do not 
come in all at the same time, but are distributed 
throughout the entire year; that the returns taken 


is elastic, as an increase in the rate of tax cannot 
diminish the death rate and the tax itself cannot 
be shifted. | 

Mr. West estimates that as a generation is com- 
puted to be from thirty-three to thirty-six years, 
one thirty-third to one thirty-sixth of the private 
or individual wealth of a country will change 
hands every year by inheritance, bequests or gifts 
causa mortis. 

All inheritance taxes provide for exemptions, 
however, and it has been calculated in Massachu- 
setts that one-minth of the tax will be eliminated 
by an exemption of $5,000 and one-fifth by an ex-

CLEANLY HABITS. 

E. G. writes: “I want to com- 
mend you on Raving published 
in today’s TRIBUNE the article 
entitled ‘Cleanly Habits.’

Recently during the warm days, while 
eating in a State street restaurant, one 
of the waiters who was dishing out the 
food was sweating most copiously and he 


must be taken account of by historians who made no attempt to wipe it off, and this 


sweat dropped into several dishes of food 
which he served to patrons. I have not 
been to that place since and cannot go 
there again, as I will always think of that 
sight. 

To one who has been brought up since 


matter of food, it is a problem where to go 
to eat and get clean food. N

T. writes: “ Hundreds, perhaps thou- 
sands, of dirty eating placés are supported 
by people who have to eat where prices 
are low or moderate. And there is prac- 
tically no choice in some sections of the 
city for those who cannot afford to pay 
the higher prices. For a great many 
people Who cannot pay high prices boy- 
cotting is out of the question. They are 
in the hands of fate, anyway, concerning 
conditions behind the scenes.“ 
There is truth in these communications. 
At the present time practices, some of 
which are not esthetic and others of 
which are detrimental to health are 
everywhere in evidence in food establish- 
ments. It does not do much good to jump 
from one, because you must eat, and you 
will jump into another one that is just as 
bad 


I remember being in a large kitchen 
where I saw a cook standing over a hot 
caldron and the salty sweat was pourins 
into the soup. The remedy for that isa 
cooler kitchen. I have been in kitchens 
where the air was fairly cool and the 
cooks were not dripping sweat into the 
soup. Most of the practices could be 
corrected by a little instruction to the 
cooks.

In New York City an ordinance re- 
quires that all cooks and waiters shall be 
examined. There are 90,000 of them and 
15,000 have already been examined. Al- 
ready the typhoid carriers among this 
group of food handlers have been dis- 
covered. 
This examination is for a group of dis- 
eases which are frequently spread by, 
food. Cooks and waiters handle the fin- 
ished product to be consumed without 
further cleaning and sterilizing. If they. 
infect a man's glass of milk with typhoid 
or his meat with tuberculosis, no subse- 
quent pasteurizing or cooking will save

These glands have some con- 
trol over the use of sugar and starch by the 
body.

ORD CAMPDEN, now serving as 
captain of the Fifth Gloucester- 
shire regiment and whose impend- 
Mr. and Mrs. Edward Eyre of Bel- 
grave place, in London, and of Blakeware, 


will be remembered at Washington as 
having been attached until the outbreak 
of the war to. the embassy of Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice, on whose staff he had pre- 
viously served in a similar capacity at 
Stockholm. 

Although his name is pronounced in the 
same way as that of the Marquis of Cam- 
den, that is to say, as if written without 
the letter p,“ he must not be confounded 


with him, for whereas Lord Camden is a 


marquis, a peer of the realm, and thehead 
of the house of Pratt, Lord Campden is a 
viscount only by courtesy, a commoner 
in the eyes of the law, and the eldest son 
and heir of that Earl of Geinsborough 
who is the chief of the ancient Noel fam- 
ily. : 
Lord Campden was at one time engaged 
to the daughter of Egerton Castle, the 
novelist and champion fencer, but the 
match was broken off. 

Lord Campden was educated at Down- 
side, the great educational establishment 
of the Benedictine order in England, and 
at Exeter college, and is, like his parents, 
a Roman Catholic. The Noels have not 
always been Catholics. Indeed, the late 
Barl of Gainsborough, renowned for his 
piety and for his philanthropy, was the 
first to turn to the Church of Rome, being 
received into it by Pius IX. himself. It is 
related thet at the decisive audience 
granted by his holiness Lord and Lady 
Gainsborough were so affected that they 
wept, whereupon their little daughter, 
Lady Blanche Noel, convinced that the 
holy father was ill using her parents, pro- 
ceeded to attack him most vigorously 
with fists and kicks. 


— 
‘Lady Blanche, the aunt therefore of 
young Lord Campden, died in the United 
States, where she made her home from 
the time of her romantic marriage with 
Thomas Murphy. The latter wae the or- 
ganist of her father’s private chapel at 
Exton park, the ancestral home of the 
Noels in Rutlandshire. Through Lady 
Blanche's interest in the chape) music 
she was brought into daily contact with 
the organist, a handsome, fascinating 
young Irishman, and in the most natural 
and simple manner it came about that 
after the service was over and the rest 
of the family and the household had left 
the chapel she should remain to practice 
the music with him. It is nothing strange 
that tn the hours sitting together, after 
matins and vespers, at the organ, the 
young, enthusiastic Lady Blanche and 
the impulsive young Irish organist should 
fall in love with one another. 
After their marriage Lady Blanche 
found the prejudices of her family and of 
her relatives against her husband on ac- 
count of hie birth to be too strong to admit 
of their remaining in England without 
being subjected to all sorts of humiliations. 
And so they came to the United States to 
embark upon a new life and to earn their 
ewn lHving, Lady Blanche in the realms 
of literature and Thomas Murphy, first 
as organist at New Rochelle, N. I., and 
then as organist at North New Conway, 
N. H., where he also taught music at the 
Rev. Frederick Thompson's boys’ school 
at Three Elms. 
Lady Blanche wrote a greet deal for the 
Atlantic Monthly, for Scribner's, the 
Catholic Review, the Catholic World, 
ete., yet found time to do all her house- 
work, for she and her husband were too

Lord Campden has a strain of royal 
blood in his veins, his grandmother, the 
wife of the second Earl of Gainsborough, 
being a daughter of that Countess of 
Erroll who was one of the grandchildren 
of King William IV. and Mrs. Jordan. 
Before coming to America with Sir Cecil 
Spring-Rice Lord Campden had traveled 
extensively in the United States, for he 
had accompanied his sister, Lady Norah 
Noel, to the western hemisphere when 
she took part, as one of the soloists of the 
Sheffield choir, in the great international 
musical festival at Cincinnati. 

The Noels are one of the oldest houses 
in England, and some idea of their an- 
tiquity may be gathered from the fact | 
that when in the fall of 1908 Charles Per- 
rett Noel, squire of Bell hall, near Stour- 
bridge, last male tepresentative of the 
elder branch of the family, died it was 
necessary to go back to the reign of 
Henry VIII. in order to establish the con- 
nection with the junior and the only re- 
maining line, headed by the Earl of 
Gainsborough. Charlee Noel would have 
left his extensive estates to Lord Gains- 
borough, who is not rich, had not the earl 
been a Roman Catholic. The squire, being 
a strict Protestant, did not relish the 
notion of his ancestral lands passing into 
the hands of a Roman Catholic. 

One of the most notable members of the 
house of Noel was Sir Andrew Noel, who 
figures in history as the best looking of 
the favorites of Queen Elisabeth. The 
latter, when he ruined himseif by his e- 
travagance for her sake, showed no ap- 
preciation of his devotion and of the sac- 
rifice of his patrimony to satisfy her royal 
caprices, dropping him, with the follow- 
ing distich upon his name and at his ex- 
pense:

JUDGE STEIN’S DEFENSE OF 
THE CAVELL EXECUTION. 
Chicago, Oct. N. -[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.}]~—The bar of Chicago was sufficiently 
disgraced by one German lawyer whe 
justified the Lusitania massacre, but now 
enother German, who, owing to our un- 
fortunate system of political selections 
for judges balanced among the various 
contingents of foreigners, was once upop 
the bench, adds another disgraceful con- 
tribution from the bar by a muddled at- 
tempt to justify the killing of the English 
nurse. We all knew while he was on the 
bench that he had a very rudimentary 
conception of justice, but in true German 
fashion he grounds himself upon some- 
thing that is both untrue and irrelevant. 
He says that “all we know is what the 
English have been pleased to let us 

know.” 
This statement is curious in the light of 
two facts, first, that our information 
comes from our diplomatic represents 
tives in Belgium; second, that we have 
heard as to the German excuse from a 
high German official, whose statement 
simply aggravates the remorseless sneak- 
ing brutality of the execution of a worthy 
woman, 
Judge Stein's pitiful talk about the rel- 
ative situation of men and women, which 
sounds so thoroughly hypocritical, is 
wholly beside the mark. What the ctv- 
ilized world denounces is the needlessly 
cruel act of a ferocious military despot- 
ism. The excuse that the aiding of a few 
men to escape from such a place as the 
Germans have rendered Belgium could 
in any possible way endanger the German 
army is absurd. The fact, as all reason- 
able people see, is that the English nurse 
was executed because she was English. 
In this paltry, cowardly, and foolish way 
the German officers thought they were ob- 
taining some revenge upon England. If 
Judge Stein seeks to justify such conduct 
he merely proves his general unfitness to 
live among civilized people.

City Drives for Home Rule in 
Bill Attacking State Com-

Chleago's fight to regain home rule 
over its public untilities was begun yes- 
terday by Corporation Counsel Folsom. 

He filed in the Circuit court of Cook 
county a bill asking that the state pub- 
lie utilities commission be wiped out of 


_ existence. The bill not only attacked the 


constitutionality cf the law but asserted 


that there was a defect in its enactment 


which should erase it from the statutes. 


In this manner the city has succeeded 
in beginning the fight on its own battle- 
ground. The opening for the attack was 
the recent order of the utilities com- 
‘mission for improvements in street car 
service. An ordinary appeal from the 
order would have had to be entered in 


ing with the city council, seized the bull 
by the horns by attacking the entire law 
in the local courts. 


Fight on Own Ground. 
This is the opening gun of a 1,000 mile 
drive for home rule, said Mr. Folsom,

Enactment Attack a 
The attack on the deficiency in the en- 
actment of the law was a surprise. The 
charge in this connection is that the act 
was not passed by the senate as required 
by law and further that what action was 
taken was after the hour set for adjourn- 
ment by a joint resolution of the house 
and senate. 

The bill also deciareg that the provision 
concerning the appointment of the com- 


missioners with the concurrence of the 


senate within thirty days of Jan. 1. 1914, 
was not complied with. 


One attack on the constitutionality of 
the aw a declaration that under the 


constitution the regulation and control of 
street railroads is intrusted with plenary 
powers to the cities and villages in which 
they are located. It is further alleged 
that in pursuance of its constitutional 
and statutory rights the city entered into 
contract ordinances with the traction 
companies in 1007 and subsequent years 
and that these contracts are within the 
protective clauses of the state and federal 
constitutions. 

The bill also seta forth that the city’s 


right to 55 per cent of the net profits of 


the companies is a private contract and 
proprietary right which would be in- 
paired by the enforcement of the service 
improvement order. 

Further attacks on the constitutional- 
ity of the act are that it confers judicial 
powers of the commission, and that it 
makes the Circuit court of Sangamon 


county an appellate court.

BISHOP SUED BY PASTOR. 
Greek Catholic Church Official Ob- 


ject of Damage Action for Al- 
leged Slander in Sermon. 


Bishop Alexander Nemilowsky of New 
York, heed of the Ruasian Orthodox 
Greek Catholic church in America, was 
sued for $25,000 yesterday by the Rev.

A broadside of forty-seven ques- 
tions answerable by “ Yes” or “No” 
were fired at Mr. Thompson in a let- 
ter signed by Russell Whitman, 
president, and R. E. Blackwood, sec- 
retary. :

But 
his method of singing is extraordinary, to 
put it mildly, There are certain tricks of 
tone production which seem to impose 
the quarter tone scale on singers, and 
quarter tone is always the lower one. 
This was evident throughout the French

the other hand, sung in Italian, was a 
served interpretation, and much more ac- 
curate. The singer's English enunciation 
handicapped ‘‘ Until,” though the tone 
was of that rare sort which goes to the 
Inner shrine of the matinée girl's heart.

And even old Dr. Johnson, who 
thought music to be the least unpleasant 
of noltses,“ would melt under the sym- 
pathetic quality of this tenor's tone.
